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WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING JUNE 8, 1904 


The week was abnormally cool, except in the extreme south and along 
the Atlantic Coast where temperatures for the week averaged about 
normal. Light to heavy precipitation occurred rather frequently 

in most northern areas and in the Florida Penisula while mostly 

dry, sunny weather prevailed in the South and along the Atlantic 
Coast, 


A extensive mass of un usually cold Geroie, air which moved over 
he northwestern United States on the 2d, central areas on the 3d, 
and the East on the 4th, reduced Suen: 10° to 20° over most 
of the Country. On the 2d fr me and freezing occurred southward 


over most of Uteh and un vada in the Intermountain Region where 
many stations reported r ee lo w minima for June, Wyoming and 


Utah reported conside ae crop damage. Inthe latter State, parti- 
cularly the northern portion damage to canning vegetables, sugar 
beets, fruits, grains, and alfalfa was extensive. Near-record low 
temperatures for June occurred on the 5th in the lower Mississippi 
Valley where minima in the high 40's and low 50's were recorded. 


Cold Maritime Polar air overspreading the far West on the 6th and 
7th again reduced minimum temperatures below the freezing level 
in the Intermountain Region, On the mor ning of the 6th, Winnemucca, 
Reno, Ely, and Tonopah, Nev., 7 eportec 23.0 e5c. 269, and 309, 


re spectiv ly, and on the 7th Burns, Ores., recorded 319 , and 
Poe atello, Idaho, and Rock Springs, Whos 5 BA% 


Rainfa ull in most northern areas benefited most Bee ae. particularly 
pastures, maintained adequate oii moisture, and helped replenish 
water supplies, but interrupted fieldwork and caused some minor 
flooding in Iowa where weekly rainfall totals ranged from 1 to 3 inches. 
Some ‘minor flooding also see in Tennessee and Florida. 

Rains were unusually heavy on the Florida Peninsula where weekly 
totals exceeded 5 inches at Gainesville, Saint Leo, and Lake Alfred, 
and 4 inches at Daytona, Melbourne, and Miami, At Avon Park 

2 inches fell in a 24-hour period on the 2d and 3d and the weekly 
total was nearly 10 inches. 


Dry weather continued in the eastern portion of the Gulf Coastal 
Pitas and the soil moisture shortages is reported serious in southern 
portions of Alasama and Georgia, In the Carolinas and Virginias

CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - KANSAS - Very heavy infestation 
of nymphs ina wheat field in northern Cowley County, average of 200 
to 300 per square foot, Very few bugs in fields surveyed in other 
counties, (Matthew).

and late-planted wheat in Kaufman County; several hundred per corn 
plant in heavy areas, (Garner), INDIANA - Abundant in northern 
half of State, mostly in small grains, Egg laying underway, (Davis). 
MICHIGAN - Adults fairly common on sweet corn at Wayne. (Hutson). 
ILLINOIS - Twenty-five per linear foot in 19 fields of wheat in eastern 
section. Nymphs in C hampaign County. Twenty-six per linear foot 

in 5 fields of et in central section. (Decker), SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Large numbers not likely on corn at Florence as most grains have 
ripened. (Kirk, May 28). 


BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - IDAHO ~- Reported injuring 
wheat in Power and Oneida Counties. (Douglass, May 29). UTAH - 
Found more generally in State than formerly supposed. (Knowlton). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) ~ 
LOUISIANA - Abundant on white clover in Catahoula Parish, (Burns, 
Newsom), TEXAS - Medium local infestation on alfalfa in Upshur 
County. (Spears). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - LOUISIANA - Large 
numbers found on alfalfa in ee Parish, (Burns, Newsom), 

OKLAHOMA - Reached first season's peak in alfalfa May 5. (Fenton). 

MAINE -First of season on dover Wie 13 at Orono. (Simpson). 
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THRIPS - OKLAHOMA - Thrips, probably Thrips tabaci, very common 
in alfalfa. (Fenton). ARIZONA - Numerous on Bermuda grass seed 
melds at Yuma, May 25, (Ariz.

Summary of Potato Leafhopper Survey, Spring 1954: 


A survey to determine possible sources of migration of the potato 
leafhopper (Empoasca fabae) into the North Central States was made 
from March 29 to May 5, 1954 in areas of east, southeast and-northeast

exas, southern and northern Louisiana, western Mississippi, and 
central and southern Arkansas, Special attention was given to Texas, 
because of the appearance of the potato leafhopper in North Central 
States in 1953.shortly after the severe storm in Waco, Texas, and 

the absence of the insect in that State immediately before this air. 
disturbance. : Small, extremely local populations, presumably 
overwintering, were found in the southeastern section of Texas April 9. 
No significant increases were noted in this area April 22 and ad. 

Fifty E..fabae' per 100 sweeps were taken on blackjack oak near De- 
Quincey, Louisiana, April 9. Numerous other attempts to, collect 
this species on oak showed only very light populations, Burr clover 
at Baton Rouge, Louisiana, yielded 75 specimens per 100 sweeps - 
April 11 and this crop mixed with Melilotus sp. yielded more than 100 
per 100 sweeps in Shreveport vicinity April 14, but the occurrence was 
sporadic. Only small numbers of nymphs and females were found 

in the Red River Valley north of Shreveport. Empoasca fabae was 
found fairly general in Mississippi Valley from Tallulah, Louisiana 

to Memphis, Tennessee. Six, 12, 15, 35, and 32 per 100 sweeps 
were taken and females and nymphs were found generally: 


Of the are2s covered in the survey, it seems inconceivable that any 
considerable number of potato leafhoppers could have come’into 
southern Ilinoisthis year by any other route than the Mississippi 
Valley, barring possibility of transportation for long distances in the 
‘upper air currents, There was no evidence of continued mass 
movement, but there appears to be a distinct possibility of a continuous

LEAFHOPPERS - OKLAHOMA - Clover leafhopper (Aceratagallia 
sanguinolenta) has been very common in alfalfa, sweetclover and 
hairy vetch. One count indicated about 94 percent this species, re~- 
mainder mostly Macrosteles fascifrons; however, in some collections 
latter species most numerous. (Fenton),

ALFALFA LOOPER (Autographa californica) - IDAHO - Adults 
appearing in light trap in rather large numbers past three weeks in 
Moscow vicinity, This species appears more readily attracted to 
"black light" than "white light", (Manis, May 29). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hyper2 postica) - NEW MEXICO - Reported in 
spotted heavy infestations in irrigated area of San Juan County, 

First year that serious crop damage occurred, although insect first 
appeared in State in 1948, (Dobson, May 29). COLORADO - Larvae 
abundant in untreated fields of western and northeastern areas. (Daniels). 
UTAH - Damagingly numerous in many areas. Much alfalfa cut due 

to weevils and frost. (Knowlton). MARYLAND ~ Larvae retarding 
second-growth alfalfa in Carroll and Kent Counties. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). DELAWARE - Continues injurious following first cutting. 

(Late News). 


ARMYWORMS - KANSAS - Outbreak continues severe in counties along 
Kansas (Kaw) River and adicining two tiers of counties to the south. 
Heaviest damage in barley and wheat in Allen, Anderson, Douglas, 
Franklin and Johnson Counties. Counts from 5-10 per square yard 

to 20-30 per square foot, with many fields showing 15-30 percent 

of heads clipped. Loss of 40-50 percent of heads some fields, 
Considerable damage to corn some fields.
